AT this time when exports are of paramount importance to the economic well 
4% being of the country it is perhaps not out of place to focus attention 
on the overseas activities of British consulting engineers. 


The annual report of the Association of Consulting Engineers reveals 
the enormous scope of the projects which they are undertaking abroad. 
Members of the Association alone are working in 98 overseas countries on 
contracts totalling £735,000,000. 


A great proportion of the overseas work is being carried out in Africa 
and the countries of the Middle East. All along the west coast of Africa there 
are large-scale schemes of road and bridge building, drainage and sewerage, 
hydro-electric and thermal power station building, harbours and docks, railways 
and transmission lines, while there is a large list of electrical and mechanical 


service contracts. Airports and water installations are being built in a score 
of countries. 


There are British consultants for the Baghdad New International Airport, 
an £8,500,000 project, and for the Kuwait International Airport, which will 
cost £6,000,000. Other airports on which British consulting engineers are 
engaged are two in Iran costing together over £5,000,000, another at Qatar on 
which £1,400,000 is being spent and four more in Iran totalling £2,348,000. 


There is a drainage project in Baghdad on which the existing contract is 
for £5,800,000, the future stages of which will cost a further £20,000,000. 
Khartoum is being provided with a main drainage system costing £3,000,000. 


The Z.A.D. irrigation projects in Iraq, which will cost £37,000,000 are 
being handled by British consultants, as is the canalisation and minor drainage 
project for which the tender was £15,516,000. 


Harbour works are being carried out in Newfoundland, Quebec and 
Ontario, in Trinidad, Barbados, the Leeward Islands, British Guiana, Bermuda 
and Jamaica. British consulting engineers are working on harbours and docks 
in Ghana, Burma, Malaya, Singapore, Sarawak, North Borneo and Hong Kong 
and on hydro-electric and thermal power projects in Venezuela, Argentina, the 


Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland, South Africa, Australia, Ceylon, Malaya 
and New Zealand. 


These details, while in no way comprehensive, serve to illustrate the 
contribution which consulting engineers are making towards the country’s 
overseas activities. And they are not only exporting their knowledge and 
services, for as the Minister of Works recently wrote in this Journal, “Trade 
now follows the civil engineer’. 


Not All Depressing 


OME indication of the way the Government’s economy measures will 
n effect construction is to be found in recent Ministerial statements. The 
Minister of Housing intends to concentrate on getting the 123,000 houses 
and flats now under construction completed, together with the 47,000 for which 
tenders have been approved, but on which work has not yet started. Approval 
of further tenders is to be slowed down. Providing this slowing down process 
is not taken too far the Minister’s policy is a realistic one as many authorities 
are complaining that shortages of building labour are delaying completions. 


It appears that the present hospital programme is to be left untouched, 
but in education minor works are to be used as the economic regulator and 
big cuts are to be made. “Luxury” building by local authorities is out. As 
far as private building is concerned industrialists and developers will no doubt 
cancel or postpone some of their schemes. The Minister of Housing has in 
fact given the view that the Chancellor’s “severe measures” against speculative 
building of various kinds are almost certain to slow it down. 


But not all recent Ministerial statements have been depressing. Mr. Ernest 
Marples, Minister of Transport, has announced that road construction 
expenditure in 1962-63 will be £90.5m. and will increase annually to give a 
total of approximately £540m. over the five years ending 1966. The Govern- 
ment propose to expand the trunk road programme enabling approximately 
50 per cent. more work to be undertaken from April next. It seems that at 
last the Government realise the productive value of good roads. 
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MUNICIPAL ENGINEERS VISIT GRANTHAM 


BY-PASS SCHEME 


Experimental Work on Design of R.C. Road Slabs 


ORE than 100 members of the East 
l Midland District of the Institution 
of Municipal Engineers recently inspec- 
ted the work in progress on the con- 
struction of the Grantham By-pass. This 
scheme covers 10 miles of dual 24ft. 
carriageway reconstruction work, on the 
Great North Road Route A.1l, from 
Colsterworth to Gonerby Moor. 

For contract purposes the scheme is 
divided into Section I, covering the re- 
construction, realignment and regrading 
of the existing road, from Colsterworth to 
Little Ponton, a length of 4 miles, and 
Section II, the by-pass from Little Ponton, 
westwards of Grantham to Gonerby Moor, 
a length of 6 miles. 


Section I 


This section is being constructed to give 
an effective width of between 80ft. and 
140ft. made-up of two 24ft. carriageways 
divided by a 24ft. central reservation and 
bounded by verges, 4ft. 6in. of which is 
constructed as hard shoulders. 


The carriageway construction is as 
follows: 
On filling Thickness

All materials being machine laid. 

The concrete haunches to the carriage- 
way follow the truncated motorway section, 
being 12in. wide at the top widening to 
36in. at the bottom over the depth of 20in. 
The concrete is to M.O.T. Class A standard 
to have a minimum strength of 4,000lb. at 
28 days. It is laid to have dowelled ex- 
pansion joints at every 50ft. and is rein- 
forced throughout with 8lb. per sq. yd. 
steel fabric. The top lin. is finished in a 
proprietary white mix concrete. 

The maximum depth of cut is 30ft. the 
excavated material being mainly fragmented 
and boulder limestone. 

Embankment depths are up to 25ft. and 





these have been filled up to 2ft. and 
consolidated in loose layers to give not 
more than the maximum air void content 
specified. 

Cutting faces and slopes vary from 1 to 
1 in rock to 44 to 1 in clay. 

There is no piped channel drainage. The 
surface water flows on to the verges into 
“french” drains which are piped to 
connect to the land drainage systems. 

Material quantities are: Excavation top 
soil, 15,000 cu. yd.; excavation generally, 
500,000 cu. yd.; excavation rock, 140,000 
cu. yd.; 20 to 1 lean mix concrete, 45,000 
cu. yd.; hot rolled asphalt, 115,000 sq. yd.; 
and concrete in haunches, 9,000 cu. yd. 


Section II 


This section, from Little Ponton to 
Gonerby Moor covers the by-pass con- 
struction which follows a route to the west 
of Grantham over a length of 6 miles of 
new road. It involves the construction 
of tive overbridges and three underbridges 

six of which carry or cross incoming 
roads and two span the railways. The by- 
pass follows motorway construction lay-out 
with no connections to incoming roads 
except at the two Class A roads which 
are connected by half clover leaf junctions. 
The north end of the by-pass, at Gonerby 
Moor where it joins the existing dual 
carriageway is terminated by a 200ft. 
diameter island. 

The effective road width is 93ft. made 
up of two 24ft. carriageways divided by 
a 13ft. central reservation and bounded 
by verges 10ft. of which is constructed as 
hard shoulders. 

The maximum depth of cutting is 30ft. 
the excavated material varying from 
fragmented and boulder limestone, at the 
Little Ponton end to the Harlaxton Road, 
route A.607, and from this point onwards 
blue clay with gravel pockets. 

Embankment depths are up to 35ft. and 
these have been similarly filled and con- 
solidated as for Section I except in that 
the top 2ft. below formation the air void 
percentage is not to exceed 5 per cent., 
and this is causing some difficulty. 

Many difficulties have been experienced 
in the clay stratum due to slips where 
slopes of 44 to 1 have been necessary to 
ensure stability. 

The blue lias clay has a very low water 
content and this is causing some problems 
in consolidation where watering methods 
were attempted to raise its plastic nature.

It has now been decided to reject the use 
of this material in the 2ft. below forma- 
tion due to possible future swelling, 

Except at the approach to underbridges 
where flexible carriageway construction js 
followed, the dual carriageways through- 
out are being constructed in concrete to 
the specification, and under the direction 
and supervision of, the Road Research 
Laboratory. 

Material quantities are: Excavation top 
soil, 61,000 cu. yd.; excavation generally, 
1,160,000 cu. yd.; excavation rock (esti- 
mated), 350,000 cu. yd.; excavation surplus 
clay, 210,000 cu. yd.; 20 to 1 lean mix 3in, 
sub-base, 221,000 cu. yd.; and concrete 
base beams for road forms, 3,500 cu. yd. 

Eight Bridges 

The scheme includes eight bridges, one 
pedestrian subway, one 15ft. x 15ft. rein- 
forced concrete cattle creep and two large 
span culverts, 

The Sedgebrook - Honington _ railway 
bridge comprises an 8in. R.C. decking slab 
carried on 24in. x 12in. steel B.F.B. with 
cellular R.C. piers and abutments. The 
bridge is carried on 120 17in. diameter 
(sulphate resisting cement) in-situ concrete 
piles each tested to 60-ton load. 

The Grantham - Nottingham 
bridge is of similar construction. 

The Nottingham road bridge, an over- 
bridge, comprises 8in. R.C. decking slab 
carried on prestressed precast concrete 
beams with cellular R.C. piers and abut- 
ments. There are four spans—the centre 
span 51ft. and the end spans 38ft. Decking 
beams are carried on rubber/steel expansion 
bearing blocks. 

The Dysart road bridge and the Harlax- 
ton road bridge are of similar construction. 

Gorse Lane road bridge is a R.C. rigid 
frame bridge of 91lft. skew span with 
cantilevered wing walls carried by abut- 
ments. It is founded on limestone stratum 
and is pin jointed at the base. 

Stroxton road bridge is a 33in. R.C. slab 
structure carried on trestle piers and 
cantilever abutment walls with wing walls 
cantilivered from abutments. Of four spans, 
the decking is carried on Mehanite cast 
steel roller expansion bearings. 

The Grantham slip road bridge is a R.C. 
girder bridge carried on trestle piers and 
cantilever abutment walls and wing walls. 


Contractors’ Plant 


The type of material to be excavated on 
both Sections I and II on the contract 


railway 
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varies from soft peat to hard rock and there 
has been a large variety of excavating plant 
required. The bulk of the earthmoving has 
been carried out by two main types: (a) 
Rubber tyred motor scrapers; (b) face 
shovel or dragline and dump trucks. 
During period of maximum effort there 
were two 54 RB face shovels and two 
43 RB face shovels loading into Euclid, 
A.E.C. and Foden dump trucks, most of 
the material being rock. A 43 RB drag- 
line has also been used with Foden dump 
trucks to excavate unsuitable material 
including peat. Material other than rock 
has been largely excavated and hauled by 
twin powered Euclid scrapers, two sizes 
being used, 24 cu. yd. and 14 cu. yd. struck 
capacity. There have been four and five 
respectively of these two sizes on the con- 
tract and in addition five Caterpillar DW 21 
motor scrapers of 18 cu. yd. struck 
capacity. With all this plant there have 
been D9 and D8 pushers, bulldozers, Hyster 
Grid rollers and various types of pneumatic 
tyred rollers. 

In addition to the above there have of 
course been substantial small plants such 
as Drott shovels, graders, small excavators 
and small haulage units including Shawnee 
Pooles. 

Most of the drainage has been carried 
out by standard Ruston backacters, but 
some of the later type hydraulically 
operated tractor mounted back hoes have 
also been used, e.g., J.C.B. and Massey- 
Ferguson. 

Only a very small amount of plant has 
been needed for the bridgeworks, none of 
it being unusual, but some concrete on two 
of the bridges was placed with a 4in. dia. 
concrete pump. All other concrete was 
placed direct by truck mounted concrete 
mixers (ready mixed) or by crane from 
these vehicles. The excavation for bored 
piles was carried out by hand-operated 
winches. 

Concrete Mixing 

There will be three main concrete batch- 
ing and mixing plants on the contract, one 
principally for the flexible part of the 
contract (Section 1) and the other two 
principally for the rigid construction on the 
by-pass (Section II). Brief descriptions of 
these plants are as follows:— 

(a) S.G.M.E. mixer at Little Ponton. This 
is a split drum mixer of 14 cu. yd. capacity 
with output of 60 cu. yd. per hour. The 
batching system is fully automatic with a 
preselection for three different mix designs. 
The four dry hoppers are loaded by a 1 cu. 
yd. Chaseside loading shovel and the 
aggregates are fed on to conveyors by 
electric controls, and the conveyors in turn 
feed the weighbatcher. The cement 
storage capacity is 60 tons, and this is also 
automatically fed into the mixer direct by 
automatic electric controls. Water is intro- 
duced directly under pressure into the 
mixer drum by an electronically controlled 
water meter The whole of the plant is 
worked by one operator and a labourer 
Twelve Ford Thames Trader lorries draw 
concrete from this plant. 

(b) Plants for by-pass concrete carriage- 
way. These two plants are identical, one 
erected at Gorse Lane and one at Barrowby. 
The mixer unit comprises Fiermert 1.3 cu. 
yd. Turbo-mixer which is gravity fed from 
a holding box which in turn is fed by a 
belt conveyor from the batcher. The 
batcher comprises high level hoppers 
divided into three compartments which is 
fed by 22 RB draglines. Weighbatching is 
accomplished by a Parsons automatic weigh- 
gear. Cement is fed into the mixer by an 
airslide from a high level hopper and there 
are two additional cement hoppers to give 
a total storage of 90 tons of cement. 
welve special side tipping lorries 
(Commers) will draw from these plants. 
Capacity of each mixer is up to 400 cu. yd. 
per day based on mixing time of 30 seconds. 

Concrete Laying 

(a) On Section 1 of the contract the dry 
lean concrete has almost all been put down 
with a Blaw Knox PF90 Paver and the 
Capacity of this machine has always been 
In excess of the mixer feeding it, it is 
stated. Compaction is by means of a 
standard 184cwt. tandem vibrating roller 
(Stothert and Pitt). 
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(b) On Section 2 the main concrete 
laying plant is of S.G.M.E. manufacture 
(Belgian). A standard S.G.M.E. spreader 
is used to lay the 3in. thick dry lean sub- 
base and the compacting plant is the same 
as for Section 1 described above. The 
main concrete base plant consists of two 
spreaders and two finishers each of which 
are special in design in many respects to 
meet the special requireraents of the R.R.L. 
on the experimental lengths. 

The spreaders comprise a 4 cu. yd. 
hopper with controlled discharge and the 
speed of the machine and the rate of travel 
are 50ft. per minute and the spreading 
level is adjustable from 4in. below the 
forms to 44in. above. The finishers are 
fitted with articulated carriage to even out 
irregularities in the forms. 

A variety of other plant follows the 
“train” and consists of a curing compound 
spraying machine, a carriage carrying a 
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have been laid. By eliminating the struc- 
tural weakness due to the joints, con- 
tinuously reinforced slabs are stronger but 
the effective control of cracking is a 
problem on which more design data are 
needed. Further information on the be- 
haviour of this type of construction will 
be provided by four slabs on the Grantham 
By-pass having lengths of 4,000ft. or 
4,500ft. and including reinforcement 
weights of 103lb. and 164Ib. sq. yd. 

To determine whether better control of 
cracking can be obtained sections of the 
road will be laid with deformed wire fabric 
having higher bond strength and with 
fabrics containing extra cross-wires having 
higher bond anchorage. Other sections 
will be laid with mild-steel fabrics to 
compare its behaviour with the cold-drawn 
steel normally used for road fabric, The 
distribution of the reinforcing steel across 
the width of the road will be varied in

small mixer for the construction of the 
white margins and _ specially designed 
movable curing covers. 

A profilometer provided by the R.R.L. 
is also included in the “train” for the 
purpose of measuring surface accuracy. 

All black top surfacing on flexible sec- 
tions has been laid with PF 90 Paver and 
compacted with both standard 10-ton 
rollers and tandem rollers. 


R.C. Road Slab Experiments 


The visiting Municipal Engineers were 
told of experiments which are being 
carried out by the Road Research Labora- 
tory on the by-pass on the design of re- 
inforced concrete road slabs. Experience 
has shown that reinforcement is essential 
for the satisfactory performance of heavily 
trafficked concrete roads, and the ability 
of steel fabrics to control effectively the 
opening of cracks has been demonstrated 
by roads which are now over 25 years old. 
The use of reinforcement enables joints 
to be spaced more widely and this is 
desirable from the aspects of maintenance 
and appearance although it is no longer 
necessary from the aspect of riding quality 
as improved methods of construction have 
eliminated the undulations which used to 
occur at joints. 

Reinforcement is an expensive item in 
the construction of a concrete road and 
it is therefore desirable to use it as 
efficiently as possible. The minimum 
weight of reinforcement fabric needed to 
prevent cracks of unacceptable width will 
be determined from the Grantham experi- 
ment where fabrics weighing 2%lb., 6}1b., 
103lb. and 1641b. sq. yd. are included 
in slabs ranging from 40ft. to 900ft. long. 
Some sections with dummy joints at 15ft., 
30ft. and 80ft. intervals will be included. 

The use of continuously reinforced con- 
crete in which the only joints are end- 
of-day tied construction joints has met 
with varying success in the United States 
where a number of experimental lengths 


some slabs; in some cases the steel will 
be heavier in the most intensively tracked 
part of the road and in other cases it will 
be heavier at edges of the slabs. In other 
slabs the amount of transverse steel will 
be increased and the central longitudinal 
joint omitted. 


Laying of Slabs 


A further experiment on the by-pass will 
consist of laying slabs directly on the lean 
concrete base in one carriageway, and in 
the other carriageway on a special sliding 
layer consisting of a double layer of 
plastic film on waterproof paper laid on 
the lean concrete. The incidence and 
width of cracking in these two lengths will 
be compared. 

Crack surveys will be made after the 
slabs are laid and at freauent intervals 
afterwards. Gauge points will be installed 
along selected lengths of the road so that 
changes in the width of joints and any 
cracks that form can be measured. Along- 
side these sections reference blocks will be 
constructed to enable longitudinal move- 
ment of the slab to be determined. The 
occurrence of cracks is influenced by the 
weather conditions during and after laying 
the concrete and two weather stations are 
being set up alongside the by-pass, one 
on the higher ground at the south end 
and one on the low-lying ground at the 
north end. The weather stations will ir 
clude concrete slabs in which thermo- 
couples are set at various levels. All 
measurements made on the road will be 
related to the temperature conditions 
occurring at the time. 

The thickness of the road is in accord- 
ance with normal recommendations for the 
soil and traffic conditions at Grantham, 
which require 9in. of concrete in cuttings 
or 10in. on embankments over 4ft. high. 
In both cases a 3in. lean concrete base is 
used. All constructional operations are 
being closely controlled. Density, moisture

Notebook... 


YOME weeks ago I had occasion to 
tJ comment upon the views expressed 
by Nicholas Davenport regarding build- 
ing controls. Writing in The Spectator 
at that time, he left readers in no doubt 
that in his opinion a return to the con- 
trol of building activity would prove 
to be a major cure for the country’s 
economic ills. 

I went to some length to point out how 
stupid a theory this was. Now Mr. Daven- 
port returns to the fray by suggesting that 
the Government should confess that it 
has been pursuing idiotic economic policies, 
refusing to plan and direct the two sides 
of industry (as if it had a chance of ever 
doing anything of the kind), refusing to 
apply a building control and so allowing 
“the building and contracting industry to 
over-reach itself and force up wages... .” 


Well, if Mr. Davenport won't take my 
arguments perhaps I may refer him to 
those who have a little more knowledge 
than he has in matters of this kind, as 
well as a little more information on which 
to base their conclusions. First, the 
Plowden group’s report on the control of 
public expenditure. Condemning the 
practice of chopping and changing Govern- 
ment expenditure policy according to the 
immediate needs of the economic cycle, 
the report points out that all the experi- 
ence of recent years shows that short-term 
“economy campaigns” and stop-and-start 
practices are highly damaging to the 
economy as well as to industry. Instead 
the group advocate, in place of the 
Government’s present tendency to take 
decisions on expenditure piecemeal, the 


introduction of a system of long-term 
planning by which industry--and this 
would particularly apply to building and 


contracting—would be likely to know, and 
be better able to prepare for, their com- 
mitments over a four- or five-year period. 


This is nothing short of what construc- 
tion contractors have been patiently try- 
ing to get ever since the war, and it is a 
tribute to the efforts which they have been 
making that those closely associated with 


the Government have, in more recent 
times, been gradually moving in_ this 
direction. 


But if Mr. Davenport does not like to 
accept the views of Lord Plowden and his 
colleagues, perhaps he may like to con- 
sider those of Lord Hayworth, Sir Harold 
Emmerson and Professor E. H. Phelps 
Brown—the “three wise men’ who make 
up the Council on Prices, Productivity and 
Incomes. These three gentlemen consider 
that cuts in investment programmes are 
the least preferable means by which the 
economy should be regulated. They say 
there is little point in a programme that 
is subject to interruption, yet they point 
out that hitherto it has been investment 
that has had to bear the greatest part of 
the cutting back when restraints have been 
imposed. As they point out, higher interest 
rates, the restriction of bank advances, 
and the paring of plans in the public sector 
fall mainly on investment. 

It looks to me as though Mr. Davenport 
and Mr. Harold Wilson stand alone in their 
call for a return to building licensing and 
controls. 


Bonus for Safety 


OW that the Sir George Earle Trophy 

has been awarded to John Laing, and 
the London Master Builders Association 
and the Woodhall-Duckham Group have 
been commended for their efforts in the 
field of safety, what is the industry going 
to do about reducing the number of 
accidents still occurring at a daily rate 
which is nothing short of appalling? I 


am willing to wager that not one firm in 


10,000 will lift a single finger between 
now and Christmas to make their sites 
safe unless a fatal or near-fatal accident 


occurs on one of them in that time. 

One in 10,000 is a small number, but 
within that select band I place the Walter 
Llewellyn group of London, Eastbourne and 
Hastings. This go-ahead, efficient organ- 
isation has announced that over the next 
six months it proposes to hold a safety 
competition between the various sites for 
which the firm is responsible. A _ first 
prize of 15 guineas to the general foreman 
and 10s. to each operative on the site, a 
second prize of 10 guineas to the general 
foreman and 7s. 6d. to each operative and 
a third prize of 5 guineas and 5s. are 
offered. The idea is that each site will 
be given a credit of 100 marks and penalty 
marks will be deducted, 20 at a time for 
each infringement of the Safety Regula- 
tions found by a judge and 10 at a time 
for each fault found in the keeping of 
the statutory records. The judges will 
also be able to award 10 bonus marks for 
any particular safety feature which a fore- 
man has adopted although not required by 
the Regulations or to deduct 10 penalty 
marks for any instances of unsafe practices, 
even though they are not specifically pro- 
hibited by the Regulations. 

My guess is that it took a little bit of 
time and trouble for the directors of this 
group to work out the scheme, but I am 
sure that the company as well as_ its 
operatives will benefit. It is a good 
scheme, and I can only express the hope 
that other firms throughout the industry 
will copy it. Llewellyns won’t mind; 
they’ll be pleased, and flattered. 

Just in case any cynics have got the 
idea in their heads that positive steps to 
prevent accidents are all so much hooey, 
let me remind my readers that in 1960 
accidents in all industries (and they were 
highest in building) resulted in a loss of 
19,000,000 man-days and that the financial 
loss amounted to £100m. Only 3,000,000 
man-days were lost through - strikes 
official and unofficial. 


Who’s to Blame? 


_ on the subject of making the 

best of available resources of labour 
perhaps I may mention the continuing 
gravity of the low level of recruitment to 
the building industry. It is still far too 
low, you know, despite the fact that we 
are now getting larger numbers of school- 
leavers at the end of each term than ever 
before. 


From what I have written in the past 
it may have been concluded by some 
readers that | have blamed the building 


employers for the low level of recruitment. 
And so I have, but fairness prompts me to 
say that the blame does not always rest 
with the builders. Sometimes it rests 
with the boys and, more particularly, with 
their parents. In several parts of the 
country, it seems to me, parents appear 
to accept no _ responsibility at all for 
ensuring that their children are put on 
the right road to learn a craft or some 
form of technical skill to fit them for a 
useful and well paid career. 

Cardiff seems to be a _ place which 
illustrates this. Although the builders in 
that city have recently carried out an 
intensive recruitment campaign they are 
faced with an acute shortage of craftsmen 
because few school-leavers are prepared 
to take up building apprenticeship. There 
are about 70 vacancies at the moment for 
apprentices among Cardiff’s principal build- 
ing firms and Mr. John Hicks, the secretary 
of the South Wales Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, tells me that it seems 
unlikely that the number of youngsters 





required will come forward. One of the 
more serious aspects of the position is that 
the reluctance of school-leavers to subject 
themselves to apprenticeship training js 
likely to result in a_ pre-apprenticeship 
course organised to start in September at 
Llandaff Technical College being a non- 
starter, 

To me, being one who has always con- 
sidered the Welsh people to be in the 
forefront of those anxious to qualify 
academically and technically, this state of 
affairs is more than a little mystifying, 
The recruitment campaign of the builders 
seems to have failed, and one is entitled to 


ask why. I do not think it is because it 
was conducted with insufficient energy, 
but I do think that the reason for its 


failure may be due to the lethargy and 
disinterest, so far as careers opportunities 
in the building industry are concerned, 
among youth employment officers and 
careers masters. I cannot believe that in 
a city so large as Cardiff there can be this 
shortage of recruits unless it is due to 
the fact that Y.E.O.s and careers masters 
are failing in their job of persuading 
parents that properly indentured building 
apprentices are really on to a career. 
worthy thing. I can only express the hope 
that this note will make them pull their 
socks up. 


“The Honeywood File” 


NOME time ago when the B.B.C. pro- 
h gramme “Building Matters” was in 
full swing the suggestion was made on 
several occasions that the producer (at 
that time, Mr. Robert Gunnell) should 
seriously consider including extracts from 
the late H. G. Cresswell’s immortal “The 
Honeywood File.” How, I wondered, any- 
one could possible hope even to. think 
about this literary masterpiece in anything 
like a serious frame of mind I wouldn't 
know. However, Mr. Gunnell, being the 
type of producer he is, did not let the 
suggestion go by unnoted.

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UNUSUAL TIMBER SHELL ROOF AT DORSET 
HOLIDAY CENTRE 


Hyperbolic Paraboloid Spans 88 ft. 


DANCE hall and entertainments 

centre built at the Bockley Sands 
caravan holiday camp, near Poole, 
Dorset, features a timber shell roof 
which is one of the first hyperbolic 
paraboloid shell roof structures of 
hexagonal configuration in plan to be 
erected in this country. 


The whole roof structure, 88ft. across 
its longest dimensions, is supported at the 
low points on six 12ft. high reinforced 
concrete columns, designed as cantilevers 
to resist wind pressure on roof and clad- 
ding. 

Mild steel shoes provide seating for the 
radial beams and the tie bars. Two }in. 
holding down bolts pass through the radial 
beams and the shoe and are anchored in 
the reinforced concrete column. The six 
main radial beams, 38ft. x 12in. x 12in. 
overall, incline to the apex of the roof 
and were factory laminated from Sealex 
grade Douglas Fir laminae. glued with 
Cascophen Resorcinol resin glue. 

In order to provide added stiffness to 
the structure as a whole, the radial beams 
were fabricated in untwisted top and 
bottom halves common to the two adjacent 
shells, instead of adopting the more usual 
practice of providing separate twisted edge 
beams for each shell. The twist in the seat- 
ing for the shell boards was obtained by 
shop gluing variable wedge shaped pieces 
to each ha!f of the radial beams. The shell 
boards were glued to the beams with 
Cascamite “One Shot” resin glue. 

The six edge beams, 22ft. x 9in. x 44in. 
were also factory laminated. They were 
fabricated with a twist in each of the two 
halves, so that the shell boards could be 
glued directly to them. 

The shell membrane was constructed 
from three layers of jin. nominal T. and 
G. Group II Baltic Redwood boards glued 
each to the other with Casco Casein glue. 
Top and bottom layers run in the arch 
direction (from low corner to low corner) 
and the middle layer in the tie direction 
(from high corner to high corner). It has 
been found that running the boards this 
way provides a more rigid structure than 
that obtained by running the boards 
parallel to the sides of the roof. Moreover, 
it is advantageous to use this “balanced 
construction” since this reduces the effects 
of differential movements of the timber. 





_ A Urea Resin glue was used for the 
imporiant connection between the shell 
boards and the beams because this work 
had to be done on site and under condi- 
tions which precluded the use of a 
Resorcinol resin. 

The tie bars which accommodate out- 
ward thrust of the roof are fabricated each 
in 12 lengths, six straight and six curved, 
connected to each other through turn- 
buckles. By this means it is possible to 
simplify the detail at the column head as 
the tie bars are continuous at this point. 
The tie bars are of mild steel and are 


changing load conditions. Each bar was 
tightened as far as possible by hand before 
lowering the scaffolding clear of the com- 
pleted roof. Deflections on removal of the 
scaffolding were less than lin. at all points. 

The structure of the flat roof area of 
the building adjacent to the main hall 
comprises laminated timber main beams— 
varying in length from 20ft. to 25ft. and 
44in. x 17in. in cross-section—spaced at 
approximately lift. centres. They were 
manufactured from a selected grade of 


Douglas Fir laminae glued with Cascophen 
glue.

stressed to 8 tons p.s.i. under full dead 
and live loading. The choice of mild steel 


coupled with this relatively low design 
stress was made in order to limit the 
deflections at the column head under

double T. and G. solid timber decking 
spans between these beams without any 
intermediate supports and gives a clean 
uninterrupted natural timber ceiling. 

Great care was taken that the building 
should sit well in its landscape and, to 
contrast with the visual interest of the 
main hall, the ancillary accommodation 
has plain brick walls with white sand 
lime facings. The external walls of the 
hall consist of large timber framed 
windows from floor to roof with opaque 
glass fibre panels up to door height and 
plate glass above. A number of 18in. 
square outlets have been cut into the 
timber shell roof to house Vent-Axia 
extractor fans. 

The decorative effect internally is ob- 
tained very large'y from the natural beauty 
of unpainted timber and the play of light 
and shadow on flat and curved surfaces. 
The main floor is of Maple strip; other 
floors are of p.v.c. tile. 

The building incorporates a basement 
area providing space for storage of 
theatrical equipment and part of this base- 
ment also serves as a cellar for the bar, 
situated on one side of the hall. 

The architects for the building were 
Farmer and Dark, Poole, and the main 
contractor was Staverton Contractors, Ltd., 
Totnes, Devon. Specialist timber work 
was fabricated and erected complete by the 
Timber Engineering Division of Gabriel 
Wade and English, Ltd., Southampton. It 
was designed for them by E. W. H. Gifford 
and Partners, consulting engineers, 
Southampton, in close co-operation with 
the architects. 
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LOCH AWE HYDRO SCHEME 


Contract for Cruachan Underground 
Station 
HE North of Scotland Hydro- 
Electric Board have placed the 
contract for the construction of the 
Cruachan underground pumped storage 
power station of the Loch Awe scheme 
with Edmund Nuttall, Sons and Co. 
(London), Ltd. 

The princival feature will be the under- 
ground machinery hall which will be about 
350ft. in length and 65ft. in width. with 
an arch roof about 120ft. above the lowest 
floor level. As far as practicable the rock. 
which will be granite, will be left exposed 
where it forms the walls of the machinery 
hall. 2 

Adjacent to the machinery hall, addi- 
tional accommodation will be provided 
underground for contro] and switchgear 
rooms and also for high voltage trans- 
formers to be housed in two chambers each 
about 45ft. square and 53ft. in height. A 
combined ventilating and cable shaft about 
1,.050ft. in height and 13ft. in diameter 
will connect the transformer chambers 
with a sub-station at the surface near the 
dam. 

Connection with Dam 

Two inclined shafts, each 15ft. in 
diameter and approximately 1,700ft. in 
length will connect with the dam at the 
head of the Cruachan Burn to convey 
water to and from the power station. The 
connection between the power station and 
Loch Awe will be by a tunnel 3,200ft. 
long and 23ft. in diameter. 

The whole of this work involves the 
excavation of approximately 200,000 cu. 
yd. of rock. 

The civil engineering consultants for the 
Cruachan section of the Awe Scheme are 
Tames Williamson and Partners, of 
Glasgow.

A Direct Labour Department, if 
tendering, should do so on eanal terms 
with contractors. and its work should 
therefore be subject to the same kind of 
independent supervision. J am pleased to 
see similar opinions forcefully expressed 
in your columns.

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I.C.0.S. CIVIL ENGINEERING TECHNIQUE 
Services Offered by U.K. Company 


ge Italian I.C.0.S. process—used for 

the first time in Britain on the con- 
struction of the Hyde Park Corner 
underpass—is to be made available to 
civil engineers in this country through 
a newly formed company, I.C.O.S. 
(Great Britain), Ltd., of Windsor House, 
46, Victoria Street, London, S.W.1.

At Hyde Park Corner the I.C.O.S. pro- 
cess is being used successfully as an 
alternative to piling for the underpass 
excavation which would have created too 
much noise outside St. George’s Hospital. 
(The Contract Journal, May 19, 1960.) 


Milan Underground 


Among important I.C.0.S. projects 
recently undertaken has been the con- 
struction of the Milan underground rail- 
way. The sidewalls of the nine-mile tunnel 
were built throughout by the I.C.O.S., pro- 
cess before the streets were closed to 
traffic. Excavation was then made to roof 
level of the tunnel, the roof was con- 
structed, the excavation backfilled and the 
streets repaved. The tunnel was mined 
from below and the structure completed. 

On the River Moron Dam in Venezuela 
—an earth-fill dam resting on pervious 
alluvial soil—an I.C.O.S. diaphragm was 
constructed as an impervious cut-off wall. 
It connected with the fissured rock form- 
ing the sides of the valley and this rock 
was grouted to give it additional stability. 


Alternative to Freezing 


As an alternative to the freezing process, 
L.C.0.S. was used for a new shaft at the 
Willem-Sophia mine in the Netherlands. 
It is 15ft. in diameter and penetrates 
water-bearing sands with soft clay lenses 
down to the coal strata 220ft. below. 

An example of basement construction 
with the I.C.O.S. process is the “La Presse” 
building in Montreal. Here, an I.C.O:S. 
diaphragm 35ft. deep was sunk along the 
600ft. periphery of the building through 
layers of sand, gravel and boulders to 
reach underlying impervious rock. This 
isolated the area from surrounding stnyc- 
tures and eliminated the risk of drawing 
fine particles of soil from them as a result 
of lowering the water table. 

A second contract is now being under- 
taken in London—at the Museum tele- 
phone exchange. 


1.C.0.S. Process 


The I.C.O.S. (Impresa Costruzioni Opere 
Specializzate) process, based upon the ideas 
and researches of Dr. Christian Veder, has 
been in existence since 1938. It is essen- 
tially a method of constructing walls or 
diaphragms in reinforced concrete, or 
structurally plastic material, in the ground 
before any excavation is opened up in the 
normal way. It is thus an effective 
alternative to the traditional method of 
trenching for retaining walls to basements, 
reservoirs, and docks, and for cut-off walls 
to dams. These diaphragms also bear 
favourable comparison as regards water 
tightness and stiffness and mechanical 
Strength with diaphragms of steel sheet 
Piling, precast piles, or cast-in-situ piles. 
As a method of construction it can offer 
advantages over such methods as caisson 
sinking, ground consolidation by injection, 
or freezing for work in difficult ground. 


Use of Bentonite 


The process is based upon the use of 
Mtonite mud to stabilise and hold open 
the excavation for the diaphragm from the 
Start of excavation until concrete has been 
Placed. The peculiar thixotropic proper- 
ties of bentonite enable the process to be 
used successfully in all types of ground, 
with or without ground-water present and 
even when large boulders are encountered. 

é€ bentonite mud used is a_thixo- 


tropic suspension of from 3 to 10 per cent. 
powdered bentonite in water, the strength 
of the suspension being adjusted accord- 
ing to the nature of the ground penetrated 
and the overburden pressures. The 
bentonite suspension, which has a density 
of about 70lb./cu. ft. not only exerts a 
hydrostatic pressure on the whole surface 
of the excavation but in addition pene- 
trates the interstices of the soil wherein 
it forms a gel and a thin impervious film, 
which acts as a boundary membrane with 
physico-chemical properties, on the sides 
of the excavation. It is these latter pro- 
perties that distinguish bentonite from 
other muds which, although possibly 
heavier, would not work satisfactorily. 

The bentonite is weigh-batched and 
mixed with water in hydraulic mixers from 
which the slurry is pumped to the section 
in course of excavation through a 3in. 
diameter pipeline. 


Excavation 


The excavation for the diaphragm can 
be of any desired width or depth and the 
shape on plan can be adopted to suit any 
layout of the structure. The excavating 
equipment is a specially designed grab 
operated by a double-drum_ electric- 
powered winch and as the width of the 
excavation is determined by the dimen- 
sions of the grab, the I.C.0.S. company 
have, in the interests of standardisation, 
adopted 50 cm and 80 cm as the popular 
thickness of diaphragm. The maximum 
thickness of wall carried out so far is 
about 5ft. Increased flexural strength can 
be obtained by the addition of counter- 
forts integral with the main wall slab or 
by the adoption of a zig-zag layout. This 
latter arrangement, like outsize sheet piling 
with “legs” 6ft. or more long on plan is 
a favourite for dock work. The depth of 
excavation is theoretically without limit. 
Mineshaft linings and dam cut-off walls 
have been constructed to 400ft. below the 
surface. Sub-surface obstructions that 
cannot be cleared by the grab are broken 
up percussively with a heavy chisel, 

Reinforcing steel for the diaphragm must 
be prefabricated into cages of suitable 
dimensions for ease of handling, but in 
any event continuous for the full depth 
of the diaphragm. The cages are lowered 
into the slurry-filled trench by crane and 
suspended from the ground surface. 
Spacers wired to the outside of the cage 
ensure the required cover to the steel. 
The bentonite does not adhere to the 
surface of the steel at all. This is an 
interesting and, of course, very important 
phenomenon. Bond strengths have been 
tested and found equal to results achieved 
in normal reinforced concrete construc- 
tion. 

Concrete iis placed by tremie in accord- 
ance with normal practice for under-water 
concreting by this method. The bentonite 
slurry is displaced as the concrete rises 
and flows over into adjoining sections of 
the work where excavation is in progress 
and is then reused. The number of times 
it is possible to reuse the mud in this 
way is limited by the degree of contamina- 
tion of the bentonite suspension with 
ordinary soil particles taken up during the 
grabbing process. Work in clay soils leads 
to the most rapid contamination and that 
in clean gravels the least. A contaminated 
bentonite loses its thixotropic properties 


and its power to support the sides of the 
trench. 


Width of Bay 


The maximum length of wall that can 
satisfactorily be poured from one tremie 
position is about l6ft. and this is the 
normal average width of bay of an I.C.O'S. 
diaphragm. Vertical construction joints 
between bays are formed by temporarily 
placing a steel pipe of the same diameter 
as the thickness of the diaphragm in the 
trench at the end of the excavated section 
and this acts as a stop-end and a former 
for the joint as concrete is poured. The 
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half-round joints thus formed are very neat 
and remarkably watertight. 

The nature of the steel-placing opera- 
tion dictates that the design of the dia- 
phragm as a reinforced concrete structure 
must be on the basis of a series of vertical 
beams or slabs side by side with vertical 
construction joints at regular intervals but 
no horizontal construction joints. 

The concrete is not contaminated in any 
way by the slurry; concrete strengths suit- 
able for normal permanent construction 
are achieved without difficulty. 

The face of the diaphragm as exposed 
later in excavation for basements, subways, 
and similar applications, is, of course, 
more or less rough according to the type 
of soil penetrated. The necessary tolerance 
required for the addition of a fair inner 
face to the wall can be assessed from a 
study of the soil in exploratory borings. 
“he surface of the 50 cm and 80 cm 
I.C.0.S. diaphragms forming the side walls 
of the running tunnels for the new Milan 
underground railway which have been 
constructed through loose gravel might be 
classed as “very rough” but are accepted 
as completely satisfactory for their purpose 
without further treatment other than a 
layer of gunite in certain places. 

Accuracy of vertical alignment is also 
of a high order, especially with the most 
skilled grab operators. A_ preliminary 
guide trench ensures a correct start to 
the excavation after which gravity controls 
the grab. 

Particular advantages of the system used 
for temporary revetments, as at Hyde Park 
Corner, or for permanent load-bearing 
structures are the freedom from noise and 
vibration during construction, the light- 
ness and manoeuvreability of the plant 
which can thus operate in restricted areas 
and, above all, the continuous stabilisation 
of the ground during construction even in 
the presence of ground water and sur- 
charge from nearby structures. 

Noise-level recordings of the plant at 
work show that it is quieter than normal 
city traffic. The arrangement of the plant 
is such that diaphragms can be constructed 
as close as 2ft. from existing buildings. 


BEHAVIOUR OF BRIDGE DECK 
SYSTEMS UNDER LOAD 


The ultimate load of simply supported 
skew slab bridges is dealt with in Research 
Report No. 12, published by the Cement 
and Concrete Association. 

The yield-line theory for calculating the 
ultimate loads of reinforced or prestressed 
concrete slabs is applied to skew slab 
bridges subjected to the Ministry of Trans- 
port’s Abnormal Loading. Equations are 
derived which enable the designer to 
obtain the ultimate load simply by taking 
account of both the dead and the live 
loading. 

Experimental work on 11 prestressed and 
reinforced concrete slabs is described, and 
the experimental ultimate loads are com- 
pared with the theoretical loads. In general, 
it is found that the calculated values are 
between 7 and 17 per cent. less that the 
experimental values. 

Finally, a design procedure, combining 
elastic and ultimate load methods, is 
suggested for skew slab bridges subjected 
to abnormal loading.

\ ITH increasing production now at 

7,000 tons per week, the output of 
hardstone aggregate from the recon- 
structed and redeveloped Croft Quarry, 
near Leicester, has been virtually trebled 
for The Croft Granite, Brick and Con- 
crete Co., Ltd. 

Planning for redevelopment commenced 
in the mid-1950’s by first carrying out 
surveys of postwar hardstone quarry plants 
in the county, Europe and the United 
States. From these visits it was quite 
evident that the only realistic way of 
tackling such a major scheme was to build 
an entirely new plant, and on a scale that 
not only would it have capacity to deal 
with forecast demand over the next 20 
years or so, but could be expanded 
economically to deal with any sudden and 
unexpected upsurge in business. 

Initial considerations before the de- 
signers included the following require- 
ments: Production of a clean aggregate 
to exact grading specifications for high 
quality concrete manufacture; that suffi- 
cient reserve of poorly crushed stone 
should be stockpiled in the circuit so that 
tertiary crushing and screening could be 
operated on a double shift basis if neces- 
sary; that not less than 30 per cent. of the 
output should be crushable to -}th; that 
flexibility should be such that any unsale- 
able s'z2 could be recrushed and by varia- 
tion of crusver settings, production of 
such sizes eliminated as far as possible: 
and that carrying out to stock and re- 
loading should be avoided as far as was 
practicable. 

By 1957, schematic layouts of re- 
quirements and broad specifications had 
been prepared and the decision was taken 
to proceed. It was decided to invite 
selected contractors to tender for the 
supply and erection of the plant, which 
while of the company’s own design 
in detail, had to follow the broad outline 
of the layouts and specification as to out- 
put, type of machinery and quality of 
product laid down. 

Two Phases 

In order to avoid interrupting current 
production the scheme was planned in two 
separate stages. 

Phase I consisted of installation of the 
primary and secondary crushers on the 
quarry floor with a conveyor system to feed 
a partially crushed stockpile with draw 
off conveyors to an existing tertiary crush- 
ing and screening plant operated on a 
double shift basis.

Phase II comprised an entirely new 
tertiary crushing and screening plant with 
a capacity matched to Phase I. This plant 
was to incorporate washing facilities and 
arrangements for accurately proportioning 
graded aggregates. 

It was stipulated that the plant must 
be capable of producing 150/200 tons per 
hour initially, and have an ultimate capa- 
city approaching 250 tons per hour. 

The primary and secondary crushers 
were to be sited in the quarry, mid-way 
between the top and bottom galleries and 
the stone was to be transported to a 
surface stockpile of secondary broken 
stone by conveyors; the stone at this point 
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veying to a Pegson 60in. by 48in. double 
toggle, roller bearing jaw crusher built 
up in sections, having welded plate sides 
and cast steel front and end sections. A 
jaw life of over Im. tons is expected. 

It is driven by a 225-h.p. 1,000 r.p.m. 
slip ring motor, and has proved capable 
of maintaining 250 to 275 tons per hour, 
Peaks of over 300 tons per hour have 
been reached. 

The secondary crusher is a_ Pegson 
Telsmith gyratory breaker, Model 20B, but 
with the concaves set in to reduce the 
top opening to 18in, 

This crusher is separated from the 
primary by a short belt which is just of 
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Aggregate selector station 


was expected to be 44in. down. Provision 
was to be made for recovery from stock- 
pile for ultimate conveyance to the tertiary 
plant. Although the initial cost of con- 
veyors would prove greater than wheeled 
transport with this siting arrangement, 


working costs were expected to be con- 
siderably lower. 

The primary crusher consists of a 50-ton 
capacity rock hopper followed by a Pegson 
5ft. by 12ft. heavy duty plate feeder con- 





sufficient length to accommodate an elec- 
tronic tramp iron detector. A small surge 
box is provided beneath the primary, 
feeding the interconnecting conveyor belt. 

The purpose of this surge box is to 
contain up to 10 tons of stone which might 
be in the jaws of the crusher during an 
emergency stop of the conveyor belt carry- 
ing the stone to the secondary. 

Secondary broken stone is taken from 
the 20B by a series of three 30in. conveyor 
belts, approximately 900ft. in toal length, 
to a secondary stockpile, holding about 
1,000 tons of live stone, contained in a 
natural gulch at the old point of access 
to the quarry. 

Approximately minus 44in. in size, the 
secondary broken stone is recovered from 
beneath the stockpile by a series of 36in. 
by 72in. Lockers electric vibrating feeders. 
These deliver the stone to a recovery belt 
which in turn transports the material to 
the Phase II scheme. 

Construction Work 


With the decision to erect the primary 
crusher house on a ledge to be formed at 
the north-west end of the quarry, the 
actual site had to be blasted out to con- 
form to the dimensions of the house. In 
order to do this, including the making 
of short roads to the crusher house en- 
trance and to the tipping point of the 
primary hopper, 56,000 tons of stone had 
to be excavated. Ina rock with no natural 
beds or planes of cleavage, this proved an 
exacting task and experience gained in 
preparing the site showed that it might 
well have proved easier to have erected 
a free standing house built up from the 
quarry floor. Great skill and care was 
required to shape the rock to conform to 
the various levels, within the final house. 
The rock was blasted out with black 
powder and much of the work had to be 
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done simultaneously with erection of part 
of the building. A new road also had 
to be constructed to provide access for 
heavy wheeled vehicles into the quarry. 
This waS a major quarrying operation, 
involving removal of nearly 100,000 tons 
of clay and rock. 

The primary and secondary crusher 
house is constructed entirely in precast 
concrete and designed to accommodate 
blasting shocks. The wall panels and roof 
are of adequate thickness to withstand 
damage from flying stone up to 6in. 
diameter. 

Over the primary crusher itself the house 
is 45ft. high but the column lengths were 
reduced progressively by terracing the 
column footings in the rock levels. 

The primary and secondary crushers are 
housed at different levels in the one 
building and a 20-ton electrically operated 
gantry has been installed over the primary 
with a 10-ton electrically operated gantry 
over the secondary. In both cases heavy 
parts may be lifted and transferred to a 
maintenance bay within the building. 

In order to be out of range of blasting 
the line of the conveyors follows the side 
of the quarry and the trestle pads were 
constructed on solid rock ledges ranging 
from the primary crusher house to the 
secondary stockpiling area. 

The secondary broken stone is stock- 
piled in a natural gulch. This was im- 
proved by casing the sides with in-situ 
concrete and in the valley of the gulch 
an existing tunnel was extended by 120ft. 
for recovery purposes. In-situ concrete 
construction was used for the wall and 
flor and precast concrete units for the 
roof. 

Prior to the installation of Phase I the 
loading plant in the quarry consisted of 
one 19 R.B. excavator, one 38 R.B. exca- 
vator, one Smith 14 drop ball, 30 Blondin 
skips, and one fork truck. 

Now the quarry face plant consists of 
two 38 R.B. excavators, one Smith 14 drop 
ball, and four 10yd. Euclid dump trucks. 

Notwithstanding the need for extra men 
on Euclid haulage, labour has been reduced 
by 25 per cent. 

With the old plant it was necessary to 
fire 800 pop-holes a day. The need for 
these has been almost completely 
eliminated by the larger crusher and by 
intensive use of a drop ball. 

Phase Il 

Early in 1959 selected contractors were 
invited to tender for the second phase of 
the project. 

Briefly, Phase II was to be complemen- 
tary to Phase I as a tertiary crushing; 
screening; stockpiling; washing and stock 
recovery unit. 

Resonance screens discharge each size 
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into its appropriate bay at the selector 
station. Each bay is approximately 30ft. 
wide and is divided by concrete panels 
built into the main frames of the present 
concrete supporting structure. 

The screens are mounted on the precast 
concrete frames some 37ft. above ground 
level. Thus each bay forms an open sided 
stockpile with the exception of the fine 
and coarse dust bays where precast con- 
crete silos are provided for storage to pre- 
vent contamination. The whole structure 
is 236ft. long. 

In order to provide high grade concrete 
aggregates and filter media a washery is 
located in the loading belt circuit with a 
system of by-pass chutes and flap valves, 
remotely controlled by electric thrusters 
from the loading station which enables 
the operator to either wash the material 
or load it dry. 

The lorry loading station is equipped 
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was the largest single project. It was 
necessary first to take out a cutting on 
the site to 


accommodate the recovery 

tunnel. 
Running gravel and sand were en- 
countered and some difficulty was ex- 


perienced in excavating a cutting because 
of continual filling-in behind the back- 
acting excavator. It also became apparent 
that this type of ground was unsuitable 
to carry the load of the tunnel and the 
precast structure supporting the tertiary 
screening unit. Therefore, it was necessary 
to excavate to a bed of stiff blue clay 
beneath the gravel and to construct two 
reinforced longitudinal concrete sleepers 
over the whole length of the 240ft. excava- 
tion, with off-sets to support the precast 
concrete posts of the screening unit which 
flanked the tunnel. In carrying this out, 


considerable redrainage was undertaken to

with an electronic console, by the use of 
which the operator is able to recover 
single or graded sizes from the stockpiles 
in preselected volumetric quantities. 
Lorries and railway ballast wagons may 
both be loaded at the one point.

All the precast posts, trusses and beams 
were cast in the company’s concrete works 
and the whole of the framework was 
erected in the three months May to July, 
1960. 

The settling pond is 150ft. long by 30ft.

It is fed entirely by the natural 
collection of water and as the water table 
is fairly high no shortage of water has 
been experienced. Water is taken from 
the settling pond at the end nearer the 
washing station by a Pegson centrifugal 
Sin. pump driven by a 60-h.p. electric 
motor, which delivers clean water to the 
washing screen at 60 p.s.i.

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Talking of Satety

Jy XPERIENCE tells us that there is 
no such thing as absolute safety, 
and therefore it is a relative term: a 
matter of degree. When we make the 
assertion that a certain condition or 
situation is “safe” we can only mean 
that, to the best of our knowledge and 
belief, it is not likely to be a cause of 
harm to anybody. 

This, of course, is not quite the same 
thing as saying “I don’t know of any reason 
why it should be dangerous.” This negative 
statement might simply imply ignorance or 
indifference, and it will do nothing to 
inspire genuine confidence. Nobody should 
say “this is safe’? unless he is competent 
and sufficiently well-informed to make the 
pronouncement with proper authority. 

These observations were prompted by a 
question put forward by one of my 
colleagues at a recent meeting. Someone 
had remarked that the expressions “reason- 
ably safe,” “fairly safe’ and so on were 
legitimate statements of fact. It would be 
quite in order to say, for instance, that 
“the wall of the trench had been made 
reasonably safe by timbering,” simply 
because it was impossible to take every 
possible circumstance into account. What 
of the hidden faults? The unsuspected 
perils? Who can gauge the true nature of 
the ground beyond the wall of the excava- 
tion? Or the possibility of some obscure 
weakness in the timber itself? Without 
direct knowledge, these things must be con- 
sidered and either dealt with or discounted 
as reason and experience demands. “Should 
we not, then,” said my friend, “assert only 
that the place of work is reasonably safe, in 
just the same manner as when I say that 
my car is reasonably safe for a weekend 
trip after considering the condition of the 
brakes, the steering and the tyres?” 

The difficulty, I think, only arises when 
we use the word “reasonable” too loosely. 
We tend to equate it with ideas connoting 
“sub-standard” or “moderate.” We say 
“by taking this or that action we will have 
a reasonable chance of success” when we 
mean that we are not altogether happy 
about the prospects. “Reasonably good” is 
only “rather good.” In its strictest sense, 
“reasonable” should imply the fact that 
one’s conclusions are based upon an 
accurate process of reasoning from true 
premises. 

It is a principle of Common Law that the

employer should take every reasonable care 
for the safety of his workmen—and, indeed, 
for the safety of other persons lawfully 
coming within the orbit of his opera- 
tions—and one of the tests of what is 
reasonable is “foreseeability.” If some 
particular hazard is foreseeable, then 
effective action must be taken to deal with 
it. Foreseeability in this sense is a property 
of the hazard itself, and it does not depend 
merely upon the knowledge or alertness or 
diligence of the employer or his agent. 
Thus, it is no excuse if the employer of a 
man who has met with an accident were to 
say: “I was aware that the ladder was 
defective, but I didn’t think anyone would 
be fool enough to use it.” Foreseeability 
takes into account the follies and frailties 
of human nature, and the wise employer is 
expected to know that persons sometimes 
act rashly. Why they behave like that is 
a matter for the department of psychology; 
it is sufficient to know that they do so. 

“Foreseeability” is sometimes called 
“reasonable expectation,” and in consider- 
ing what is or is not dangerous the Courts 
have provided the following rule: “A part 
of machinery is dangerous if it is a possible 
cause of injury to anybody acting in a way 
in which a human-being may reasonably be 
expected to act in circumstances which may 
reasonably be expected to occur.” By para- 
phrasing the opening part of this sentence, 
the rule may be usefully adapted to almost 
any article or piece of construction on the 
site. 

The law recognises that certain require- 
ments must be limited according to their 
practicability: that is to say, they are only 
obligatory where they are feasible, and here 
again the measure of practicability depends 
upon the nature of the operation and not 
upon the state of willingness or otherwise 
of the employer. For example, whenever 
work has to be done at the end of a wall 
the working platform shall, whenever prac- 
ticable, extend at least 24in. beyond the 
end of the wall. (Building Regulation 23.) 
Fair enough. But what happens when a 
fitter has to examine, repair or lubricate a 
lifting appliance at a height of more than 
6ft. 6in.? So far as is reasonably practicable, 
a safe means of access shall be provided. 

So it appears that in certain circum- 
stances the employer is entitled to measure 
the risk to the workman against the in- 
convenience and expense to himself, but it 
is well to remember that the employer can 
only avail himself of this proviso when the 
risk is insignificant in relation to the 
sacrifice involved. 

This is indeed a difficult computation. 
How far can a known risk of any degree 
be justified? How accurately can we gauge 
its consequences?

SLOW-DOWN IN HOUSING 
APPROVALS 


NSWERING questions on the effects 
of the Government’s recently 
announced economy measures on the 
housing programme, Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern. 
ment, said that at the end of June local 
authorities and new towns in England and 
Wales had 123,000 houses and flats under 
construction, 4,600 more than a year ago, 
Many of them were complaining that 
shortages of building labour were delaying 
completions. The first thing, therefore, was 
to get these finished, and also the 47,000 
in tenders approved, but not yet started, 
He would slow down the rate at which he 
approved further tenders, particularly in 
areas where housing needs appeared less 
urgent, but he could not say by how much 
it would be necessary to do so, 

Mr. Swingler criticised the Government 
for not taking action to stop luxury build. 
ing and the diversion of building labour to 
office blocks. 

The Minister replied that he was anxious 
to continue the large-scale housing pro- 
gramme. Severe measures against specu- 
lative building were almost certain to slow 
that down. 

His concern with the houses was to get 
the large number of houses now under 
construction finished as soon as possible, 
Everyone knew that half a house was of 
no use to anybody. 

Mr. Brooke assured M.P.s that “the first 
priority—slum-clearance—shall carry on.”

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PERTH REDEVELOPMENT 
St. John’s Square Scheme Opened 


ue St. John’s Square redevelopment 
project in Perth, launched some 
three years ago, was recently opened by 
Lord Provost John T. Young. 

Bounded by the Meal Vennel, High 
Street, King Edward Street and South 
Street, the one-and-a-quarter-acre site in- 
volved older property which encumbered 
a valuable central position. Perth Town 
Council proposed redevelopment and in- 
vited competitive designs. They awarded 
the first prize of £450 to Herbert G. West 
and Robert E. G. Miller, students at the 
Glasgow School of Architecture, who then 
formed a partnership with the St. John’s 
Square redevelopment as their first com- 
mission. 

The basic conception involved retention 
of the traditional Scottish features and 
atmosphere adapted to modern require- 
ments. That intention has been very fully 
satisfied in the finished work which pro- 
vides two enclosed garden squares, 
canopied shopping surrounds, perimeter 
roadways with commercial and residential 
facilities on the upper floor. The square 
nearer the Meal Vennel is completely en- 
closed; that fronting on to King Edward 
Street is open to that street, incorporates 
the older King Edward Mercat Cross 
within the garden layout and shows the 
inner square through a handsome colon- 
nade; on this frontage an imposing clock 
tower has been used as a focal point, it 
also provides access to the upper resi- 
dential storeys and the balconies over- 
looking the inner square. The tower also 
provides service facilities and carries the 
communal TV aerial. 


Residential Accommodation 


Residential accommodation involves 12 
flats and 15 maisonnettes, overlooking the 
inner square On the second and _ third 
floors of the blocks surrounding the inner 
square, three private offices on the Meal 
Vennel frontage as well as a major com- 
mercial suite within the central block. 
There are 12 shops at ground level. Pro- 
tective canopies have been provided for 
shoppers and pram ramps have similarly 
been used for convenience of mothers 
using prams. On the King Edward Street 


frontage parking space for 20 cars is in- 
cluded; servicing of commercial properties 
is done from the perimeter roads. Two 
adjoining proprietors will link their own 
developments, a store on High Street and 
a car garage and showroom on King 
Edward Street through into the new St. 
John’s Square scheme. 


Traditional Materials 


Constructional interest lies in the use 
of traditional materials to harmonise with 
the architecture of the city centre. Tall 
narrow pitched gables of Scottish tradition 
have been retained as terminal points; the 
clock tower is traditional in design 
although modern in its execution. Clad- 
ding materials are again traditional using 
granite, smooth faced in some frontages 
and variegated in colour and _ surface 
texture in terminal blocks. Dressed slate 
slabs have been used to give panelled con- 
trast to the grey granite. Fenestration has 
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been varied considerably to prevent any 
sense of monotony. 

Construction involved the sinking of 
about 100 concrete piles to a depth of 
25ft., to take the structural steel which was 
then clad in concrete. Solid granite 
blocks, relieved by slate slabs, were used 
for the second storey and synthetic stone 
for the two upper residential storey clad- 
ding. For terminal blocks, multi-coloured 
granite building blocks of random size 
were used. 

Buffed terrazzo surrounds were used to 
give bulk to the colonnade pillars while 
also providing service ducts. Underfloor 
warming is used throughout and the 
scheme is an all-electric one. 

The marriage of old and new is best 
illustrated in the selection of slim modern 
lighting pillars for the internal square, 
using the same design which was in- 
corporated in the new Tay Bridge recently 
completed. Completely modern in con- 
ception and finish, these pillars still link 
most effectively with the materials and 
patterns of older years.

PAYMENTS FOR VARIATIONS 
Motorway Contractor Attacks Ministry’s System 


QPEAKING at the recent opening of 
the Doncaster Motorway, Mr. 
A. T. B. Shand of Cubitts-Fitzpatrick- 
Shand, contractors for the Motorway, 
said that obviously the Ministry of 
Transport who held the purse strings 
should be consulted before necessary 
variations were paid for but unless the 
system was altered they would find that 
no company, however large, would have 
sufficient resources and finance to build 
the motorways. 

“This motorway has presented more 
than the usual difficulties that one asso- 
ciates with a contract even of this size, 
said Mr. Shand. “We have struggled 
through adverse ground conditions, and 
the deplorable so-called summer. of last 
year, and I believe that great credit is due 
to the men who completed this motorway 
before August Bank Holiday. 

“It is impossible to carry out a large 
undertaking of this nature without running 
into conditions and meeting problems not 
envisaged in the contract. Under the con- 
tract the engineer must fix new rates for 
the variations and new items of work that 
occur during the construction. It would 
be madness to construct motorways with- 
out taking advantage of the knowledge and 
experience gained on similar works in this 


country, and other countries of the world. 
Therefore, when these variations are made, 
we, the poor people who actually carry 
out the work, and pay our men and sup- 
pliers, must have the knowledge that the 
engineer can create a new rate for the 
changed item of work, preferably before 
the work is done, but in any event very 
soon afterwards. Equally, it would be 
ridiculous for us to hold up the work 
waiting for new prices to be fixed, for if 
we did it would take many years to com- 
plete a motorway. We must, therefore, 
and indeed we are bound by our contract, 
to do everything in our power to finish 
these contracts within the contract period. 


Engineer’s Authority 


“Although we have had happy relations 
throughout with the engineer (Col. S. 
Maynard Lovell) named under the contract, 
he has not the full authority as defined 
under the contract. I consider this to be a 
very unsatisfactory arrangement both from 
his and the contractor’s point of view. 

“In contracts of this nature—indeed, 
practically any contract of today—prompt 
decisions and actions are essential if 
economy in production costs is to be 
obtained. If these conditions are not 
obtained because of the ‘system’, it is the 
‘system’ that must take the blame for the 
higher costs that have resulted, and will 


continue as long as the ‘system’ con- 
tinues.” 

Mr. Shand told the Minister of Trans- 
port, Mr. Ernest Marples, who opened the 
motorway: 

“We have received very congratulatory 
remarks from your high-level technical 
officials on the way that this contract has 
been carried through. We are glad to 
acknowledge these but praise does not 
pay for wages, plant and materials. 

“If we, the contractors, had used the 
contract clauses in the way that they are 
being used at St. Christopher House, you 
would not have been called upon to open 
this important road for at least another 
six months.”

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TRENDS OF THE CEMENT INDUSTRY 


IN 


URING 1960, the cement industry 

of Western Europe continued to 
benefit from the general expansionary 
wave, states a recently-published report* 
by the Organisation for European 
Economic Co-operation on The Cement 
Industry in Europe. 

Member countries, states the report, 
produced about 97m. tons of cement, i.e. 
5.6 per cent. more than the year before. 

Rate of Expansion 

The rate of exoansion was appreciably 
slower than in 1959, but the results for 
that year were exceptionally good and, 
considered in the context of the last six 
years, the year 1960 is in keeving with 
the constantly rising trend of output. 

The countries under review fall in three 
categories as follows: Countries with an 
increase definitely greater than the 
O.E.E.C. average (from 10 to 18 per cent.), 
ie. Turkey, Portugal, Ireland, Austria, 
Greece, the Netherlands, Switzerland and 
Italy; countries with an increase very close 
to the O.E.E.C. average (from 4 to 6 per 
cent.) i.e. Norway, the United Kingdom, 
Germany and Denmark; and countries 
where the difference, in one direction or 
the other, is very slight (less than 2 per 
cent.), i.e. France, Spain, Sweden and the 
B.L.E.U. 

Total production capacity in the cement 
industry in member countries at the end 
of 1960 amounted to 109,700,000 tons, 
about 7,200,000 tons more than at the end 
of the previous year. 

This increase was obtained as follows: 
About 500,000 metric tons through new 
works; 200,000 metric tons through new 
kilns in existing works; and 500,000 metric 
tons through improvements in plans other 
than kilns (after allowing for kilns closed 
down). 

Labour Force 

In 1960, the average labour force em- 
ployed in the European cement industry

was approximately 109,600, 
less than a year before. 

This figure is the net result of sizeable 
losses and gains for workers and for 
clerical and executive st2ff respectively. 
There were 1,600 fewer workers, but the 
clerical and executive strength increased 
by about 640. 

The differing trend in the number of 
workers and that of clerical and executive 
staff, already apparent for some years, 
affords evidence of increasingly greater 
mechanisation and rationalisation in the 
cement industry. 

An increase of 900 in the labour force 
of the United Kingdom is quoted in the 
report as being among the biggest changes 
that have taken place over the period 
1958-59 in the labour pattern of the mem- 
ber countries.

Exports and Imports 


After a continuous decline since 1955, 
European cement exports in 1959 showed 
a definite improvement which might have 
been regarded as beginning of a new trend, 
but the results for 1960 did not confirm 
this assumption. Exports have not only 
made no progress, but have even dropped 
by 6 per cent. The setback has affected 
exports to non-member countries only 
(—16 per cent.), trade with member 
countries having, in contrast risen by 15 
per cent. 

The member countries total imports of 
cement, practically all of which represent- 
ed trade between member countries, 
amounted in 1960 to 1,917,000 tons, 
making an increase of 64,000 tons, or 3 
per cent. 

In 1960, trade in clinker between mem- 
ber countries amounted to 775,000 tons. 
Exports to non-member countries were 
about 280,000 tons, and imports from these 
countries 8,000 tons. 

For all member countries combined, 
apparent consumption of cement in 1960 
was 93.3m. tons, an increase of 6m. tons 
(6.9 per cent.) compared with the previous 
year. 

The 1960 figures for Western Europe as 





AIR-CONDITIONING AT 


SPECIAL air-conditioning plant has 
recently been installed at the No. | 
Computor Centre for Barclays Bank, 
Ltd., at 154 Drummond Street, N.W.1, 
claimed to be the first centre of its type 
in the country. 

The comovutor generates a considerable 
amount of heat, which the air-conditioning 
equipment was designed to absorb, and 
at the same time to maintain a suitable 
temperature. 

For this purpose 30 individual small air- 
cooled refrigerator units were installed on 
the flat roof above the computor room. 
Each is capable of developing 14 tons of 
refrigeration apiece, producing a_ total 
refrigeration loading of approximately 50 
tons, each ton of refrigeration representing 
2,000Ib. of ice per 24-hour period. 

Refrigerated air is passed into the con- 
ditioned air space around the computor 
through very heavily lagged concealed 
metal ducting. 

By adopting this cooling method, the 
air-conditioning eauinment could be in- 
Stalled without specially reinforcing the 
roof and it had the considerable advantage 
of eliminating the requirement for a large 
plant room and cooling tower, usually 
associated with this type of installation. 

Static electric nylon mesh air filters 
ensure that no dust particles are intro- 
duced into the sensitive computor 
mechanism. 

The small separate offices serving the 
main computor room are also equipped 
with the latest type of air-conditioning 
units permitting both heating and cooling 
fo requirement. These are practically

silent in operation and the units develop 
one ton of refrigeration which is equivalent 
to 2,000lb. of ice per 24 hours’ period. 

Conditioned air is distributed at high 
level throughout the building by means of 
separately designed air diffusing outlets, 
flush mounted in the false ceiling panels 
to blend with the general interior decora- 
tions, 

It is believed that this is the first time

a whole call for the same comment as was 
made in connection with the trend of 
production, namely that the rate of in- 
crease was much slower than 1959 but, 
seen in the context of the past six years, 
1960 was in keeping with the upward 
trend of cement consumption. 

No clearly distinct overall trend can be 
discerned from the changes in cement 
prices in each country from the end of 
1959 to the end of 1960. In some 
countries, they remained unchanged, and 
in others they rose or fell to a greater or 
lesser degree. 


Future Trends 


The member countries taken as a whole 
expect to increase by some 14m. tons their 
cement production capacity in 1961 and 
1962. 

In forecasting the trends of cement con- 
sumption, the competent bodies of the 
O.E.E.C. have estimated, states the report, 
that the gross national product of member 
countries as a whole should increase by 
at least 3 per cent. per annum from 1960 
to 1965. Obviously, an even higher rate 
may be obtained; 34 per cent. or more is 
not impossible. However, it seems wiser, 
in a forecasting exercise, to err on the 
cautious side. It must, moreover, be 
remembered that the elasticity of demand 
may possibly decline slightly by 1965, so 
that an increase of over 3 per cent. in the 
gross national product might be partially 
offset by a slight drop in elasticity. For 
the E.E.C. countries, a slightly higher rate 
than for the O.E.E.C. was adopted, i.e. 
3} per cent., which must also be considered 
as a minimum. 

These forecasts are not valid for any 
given year. They simply indicate the trend 
which should appear in the coming years, 
but obviously cannot allow for short-term 
cyclical variations. They must, therefore, 
be taken as valid “all things being equal’, 
i.e. provided that any events and changes 
in the pattern of cement consumption in 
the coming years are of the same nature 
as those which occurred from 1950 to 
1959. 

Finally, these forecasts do not hold good 
for any given country either. Elasticities 
can differ from country to country and a 
different rate of growth should obviously 
be adopted for each country.

A BLOCKMAKING plant has recently 
been opened at Billing, Northamp- 
ton, by Conbloc, Ltd., Stanton Har- 
court, Oxford, the third plant commis- 
sioned by the company since its forma- 
tion two years ago.

Maleic Hydrazide, a product of Whiffen 
and Son, Ltd., in the form of a water 
soluble amine salt, is used as the active 
growth inhibiting agent, making up 25 per 
cent. of Regulox, often used in association 
with Vergemaster, a selective weedkiller.

Good results have also been obtained even 
after a light rainfall an hour after the 
spraying operation.

BRETT’S OPEN READY MIXED PLANT 
AT ASHFORD 


ORD DERWENT, chairman of the 
British Road Federation, recently 
performed the official opening of a new 
ready mixed concrete plant at Ashford, 
Kent, for Brett's Ready Mixed Concrete 
Co., Ltd. 

The plant is the second to be set up by 
the company and is designed to produce 
either wet or dry mixes to meet the 
demand within a 10-mile radius of the 
town. It is served by a fleet of 4 cu. yd. 
Winget Challenge truck mixers on Leyland 
Super Comet chassis. 

Only two operators are necessary on the 
plant, one to supervise the loading of 
aggregates at ground level and the other 
the mixing, which is entirely pneumatically 
controlled. An output of 40 cu. yd. an 
hour is possible. 

The materials are gravity fed to the 
mixer and the aggregates are carried to 
bins at the top of the 62ft. high plant by 
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Mr, Timothy Brett, Lord Derwent and Mr. J. 


a W. W. Brown conveyor which has a total 
length of 300ft. and is set at an angle of 
18 degs. 

A 5 cu. yd. aggregate feed hopper and a 
feed panel box are placed at the bottom 
of the conveyor. The feed panel contains 
a vibrator control dial for regulating the 
frequency of vibrator according to. the 
material being sent up the belt. Lights 
show when a bin is full and the position 
of the distributor chute above the bins. 
There is a selector dial for the distributor 
chute so that the aggregate man is in 
complete control of the head of the plant 
without seeing it. Four separate sized 
materials are used at present, namely 
liin., 3in., 3in. and sand, the four bins 
each having a capacity of 15 cu. yd. 

Forty tons of cement is stored in three 
bins: one containing 20 tons of ordinary 
Portland cement, one 10 tons of rapid 
ardening cement and the third, 10 tons 
of sulphate resisting cement. 

Cement delivery is effected by bulk 
pressurised tanked vehicles which connect 
to pipes on the side of the plant. The 
average load of eight tons is pumped to 
the top of the plant in 30 minutes. A 
Visco air filter complete with shakers is 
Mounted in each cement bin, the shakers 
Seing controlled from the batching plant. 

elow the bins on the batching floor are 


three dials. Two are for aggregate and 
are accurate to 25lb., and one is for 
cement accurate to 5lb. The batcher has 
air controlled levers to his immediate 
front. These control both weighing and 
discharge of aggregates and cements as 
well as selection of wet or dry batch 
chutes for discharge. 

To the immediate right of the control 
panel is a Flo-meter mechanism where the 
required water amount is selected by 
button and, when released, automatically 
runs into the mixer below at the pre- 
scribed rate. To the left of the control 
panel is the starter for the mixer. The 
batcher has been provided with a set of 
batching cards which show the amount of 
water required for each mix, according to 
the water content of the sand. 

On the mixer floor is a two-way chute 
for by-passing the mixer when a dry mix 
is wanted. The mixer is a Swedish Feimert

mixer, made under licence by Winget, Ltd., 
who were the contractors for the complete 
plant. The mixer has 12 blades and will 
mix 2 cu. yd. in 30 seconds. 

Built by the side of the plant is a small 
laboratory where cube tests are carried 
out on nearly all mixes leaving the plant. 


NEW DIADEM EMERALD 
ELECTRODE 


An improved Diadem Emerald electrode 
for use either as a “contact” or free arc 
electrode has been produced by Cooper 
and Turner, Ltd., Vulcan Road, Sheffield 9, 
for general purpose welding on all thick- 
nesses of mild steel from 14 s.w.g. upwards.

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BRITISH STANDARDS 


Internal combustion engines (spark 
ignition type) (B.S. 765 : 1961) 


There are now three British Standards 
for general-purpose internal combustion 
engines: B.S.649—diesel engines; B.S.3109 
—gas and dual fuel engines; and B.S.765 
spark ignition engines. 

When B.S.765 was first published in 1938 
it was entitled “Internal combusion 
engines, carburettor type.” The carburet- 
tor, then universal, is now sometimes 
replaced by fuel injection, spark ignition 
being retained. The title and scope of 
the standard have accordingly been 
changed. 

Instead of basing engine rating on a 12- 
hour running period, the revised standard 
introduces the basis of continuous running 
(limited only by overhaul requirements). 
In this change the standard is in line with 
the other two specifications for internal 
combustion engines. Since B.S.765 is in- 
tended to cover engines with a wide range 
of duties, three intermittent ratings are 
included. The single class of governing 
specified in 1938 is now replaced by two 
classes. 

The foreword to the specification says: 
“The purpose of this standard is to assist 
all parties concerned with engine specifica- 
tion and performance to understand one 
another and to have the same background 
assumptions in mind. Particularly as 
regards ratings there has been much con- 
fusion in the past as to the true potentiali- 
ties of an engine under differing 
conditions of service.” 

As a contribution towards better under- 
standing the information which should 
be given by a purchaser when inquiring or 
ordering, and by a maker when tendering, 
has been amplified. 

The method of assessing the engine 
rating required for an electrical generating 
set has been adjusted to a basis closer to 
the actual values for the average capacities 
of these engines. 

new appendix has been added to 
enable the results of tests made at high 
altitudes, temperatures and humidities to 
be correlated with standard conditions. 
Another appendix relates the standard 
operating conditions and ratings specified 
in B.S.765 with those operative in the 
United States, Germany and the U.S.S.R.

In its natural state, the glass fibre used 
for the insulation—treated with a suitable 
form of varnish binder and filler—will not 
burn or carry flame. Should the cable be 
subjected to an external source of heat, 
with temperatures of up to 180 degrees C., 
the insulation and conductor remain intact, 
permitting a continued flow of electricity.
